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ABSTRACT 

Designed to help library media personnel analyze 
their local programs to identify strengths and weaknesses and then *o 
progress toward specific goals, these recommended standards address 
all aspects of library media service within Illinois schools. 
Standards are included for three phases of development representing 
increasing growth and achievement. Quantitative measures of staff, 
facilities, and materials are included as well as qualitative aspects 
suggested under program and service. Recommended standards for 
district-level media services are followed by a discussion of special 
considerations for low-enrollment school districts. An assessment 
guide for evaluating the media library program is provided, with 
space included to state short-term and long-term goals in each area 
addressed by the standards. Appendices include a statement on 
instruction in the use of libraries, a statement on media programs by 
the Illinois Program for Evaluation, Supervision and Recognition of 
Schools; and a resolution adopted by the Illinois State Board of 
Education in support of a national library and information services 
network.

Introduction 



School library media centers ar essential to the total ecucational program ot every school in Illinois 
In an ever-changing society, the most important function of the school through the library media 
center is to provide skills which will enable students to continue to learn throughout their lifetinnes. 
Library media centers accomplish this function by providing a coordinated, centralized and economi- 
cally efficient organization of resources and through instruction in retrieval skills. These centers also 
provide recreational and cultural materials to encourage personal growth. (See Appendix A.) 

These recomnnended star.dards attempt to discuss all aspects of library media service within the 
schools of Illinois. Included are three phases of development. Phase I should be both pr^ictical and 
achievable by every school systenn within the State. Phase II represents nornnal growth beyond 
Phase I and indicates a higher level of achievement. When school districts complete Phase III. they 
should consult national standards for continued growth and improvement of their library media 
programs. 

f\/luch of the statement of standards is a quantitative measure of staffing, space, materials, and equip- 
ment of the library media center facility, but the qualitative aspect suggested under program and ser- 
vices is equally important. It is suggested that the library media personnel in each school district 
review the material in this document, analyze the local program to identify strengths and weaknesses 
and then progress toward specific goals. 

Evaluation of the school library media program is a continuous process of measuring the effective- 
ness of ♦he program m attaining instructional objectives and in satisfying the interests of local users.

Staff. Library media specialists <jre provided to make 
unique and vital contributions the total educational 
program of'^he school. This professional staff works 
directly with teachers and students providing a wide 
v.^ricty of services Continuing education for library 
media special. sts is essential to the improvement of 
orogram development Support staff with specific 
</\\\s rind special abilities enable the library media spe- 
cicTlfSts to concentrate on professional services and 
activities. The school library media specialist should 
participate m ihe instruclional design and planning of 
the school curricuiuin Each school district should de- 
velop a wr:tten jOb description lor the libnry media 
specialist 

Program. The focus of tho library media program js to 
facilitate and improve the lujrning process through a 
sequential skills program as an integral part of the 
curriculum. The librory media otaft. teachers, and ad- 
ministrative personnel should work together to providtj 
every opportunity for the social, cultural, and educa- 
tional growth of each student. The library media cen- 
ter's program, collections, and environment should 
provide a broad spectrum of learning opportunities for 
large and small groups and for individual students 

Space Recommendations. Space must be provided 
and functional areas must bo created to accommodate 
the resources and services of the library media 
program. Every center should provide basic space and 
additional space as the library media program devel- 
ops and expands The media facility should be central 
to the instructional areas, The use of library media cen- 
ters for sche(iulo(i study halls should bo discouraged 
as this practice limits acxoss to resources and stiiff 

It shall be the rosponsil*ility of the school district to 
provide access to the library media facilities by handi- 
capped persons in compliance with Section 1304 of 
Public Law 93-1 12 and Public Law 94-142.

Reference Materials. The library media center should 
provide a core reference collection including, but not 
limited to. current encyclopedias, dictionaries and 
directories, atlases and almanacs, as well as access to 
additional information services Inierlibcary loan 
should be included as a reference service 

Periodicals. Annotated lists of recommended titles 
niay be found in the various selection aids The collec- 
tion should include titles for recreational interests as 
well as curricular needs, and Readers' Gufde to Pen- 
odicaf Literature should be provided as an index to the 
mogazme material. For small collections, library medio 
personnel and teachers are advised to give preference 
to those periodicals which are indexed in Abridged 
Renders' Guide to Periodical Literature and in Child- 
ren's Magazine Guide. Larger collections may include 
specialized publications to match the school's curricu- 
lar needs. 

Newspapers. The newspapers in the collection should 
provide local, state, national and international cover- 
ago and represent differing editorial and reporting 
policies. Additional newspapers should be selected for 
their special features appropriate to the school curncu- 
lum and local interests. 

Nonprlr^t Medio. Listening and viewing materials 
should bo available to provide resources for the aca- 
demic needs and general interests of students and 
teachers. To insure a quality collection of nonprint 
materials, the library media staff and teachers should 
use authoritotivo selection aids and preview all mate- 
nnls before purchase.
